BRITISH VESSEL 
‘SUNK BY TORPEDO 


| Rald on Commerce by Ger- 
man Submarine Craft, 


LONDON, March 21.—Another British 


vessel today became a victim of the Ger- 
man undersea blockade. It was the 
steamer Cairntorr, 2,203 tons burden, 
which was torpedoed and sunk in the 
English channel. 


The Cairntorr was trapped off Beachey 


Head, where half a dozen or more ves- 
sels have been caught by the German 
submarines. The crew escaped. 


When the steamer was struck fescue 


boats put out to it and attempted to tow 
it into port. It sank eight miles out, how- 
ever. The Cairntorr was bound from 
Newcastle for Genoa with coal. 


Two Dutch Ships Seized. 
The German submarine U-28 has seized 


the Dutch steamers Batavier V. and 
Zaanstroomand taken them to Zeebrugge, 
according to the Dally News Rotterdam 
correspondent, who says the U-28 has 
been for some days sheltering under the 
lee of the Maaa iightship, taking toll from 
all shipping, especially Britich. 


“On Thursday morning.”” the corre- 


spondent adds, “ the eubmarine put into 
operation the German admiralty’s new 
plans and began to capture and confiscate 
neutrals and seize their provisions. The 
Batavier was stopped in the gray dawn, 
and while-ita captain was protesting the 
Zaanstroom appeared on the horizon. 


“The Zaanstroom refusing to stop, the 


submarine fired on it. Both vessels were 
then ordered to follow the submarine to 
Zeebrugge, where they arrived at 12:30 
o'clock. The Germans immediately be- 
gan unloading the vessels.” 


Belgian Passengers Arrested. 
The Rotterdam Maasbode says it has 


learned thet the crews of the Batavier V. 
and the Zaanstroom, together with the 
women and children who were on thetwo 
vessels, were released upon their arrival 
at Zeebrugge. but that the officers and 
sixteen Belgian passengers have been ar- 
rested.

LONDON, March 21.—A wire- 
less from Berlin quotes newspa- 
per dispatches from Constantino- 
ple as saying that the French 
warship which was damaged in 
the Dardanelles on March 18 
has sunk off Tenedos. The dis- 
patch says this presumably re- 
fers to the battleship Gaulois. 


(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 

PARIS, March 21-—More than fifty 
bombs were dropped on Paris and the 
nearby villages during the raid by Ger- 
man Zeppelins in the early hours of this 
morning. 

Some of the bombs were highly ex- 
plosive and others were filled with inflam- 
mable liquids. Three fires blazed up ia 
the wake of the aircraft, but were 
quickly extinguished. 

The official statement says little dam- 
age was done, however, and that only 
seven persons in the capital were injured, 
none of them seriously. 

Another Zeppelin, coming from the 
direction of the sea, raided Calais at 
about the «ame time. It dropped only 
a few bombs before being driven 
by the defenders. : 


ATTACKS ON SMALL TOWNS. 

The Zeppelins, driven off by the aeria!

Belgium never departed for an instant nor 
in the slighest degree from the strictest neutrality, 
and Belgium was always the loyal friend of each 
and. every one of the powers that guaranteed her 
neutrality. At first, Germany openly admitted that 
in violating the neutrality of Belgium she was doing 
3 wrong, but now for the purposes of a campaign of 
sropaganda in neutral countries an attempt is being 
made to cast a slur upon Belgium and hold her up 
to scorn as having perfidiously departed from her 


neutrality in connection with the so-called Anglo- 


Belgian convention of which 30 much is being meade.

King Albert Ie Not Theatrical. 


There is nothing theatrical about King Albert. 
He was speaking in French, very slowly and delib- 


- erately, and in am even tone, almost entirely with- 


out inflection or emphasis. His gestures were few 
and contained, his whole manner that of a very 
quiet, reserved aud courteous man, sincere aad 
cordial, but rather shy. ‘The slowness of the king’s 

speech and of his gestures, indeed of all his move- 
ments, is quite a marked trait. A casual observer 
might say that he was almost sluggish, but it is 
really only a natural diffidence which in times of 
stress, or when aetion is called for, gives way to. 
decision. Behind the quiet, painstaking demeanor 
‘there is an iton will and a tremendous force of 
latent energy. Much as he is loved by his staff, he 

is feared even more. 


he had set his heart. And yet it was deliberately . 


and unafraid that he unsheathed the sword, with 
@ gesture not of defiance but of defense. 
Since ‘that day he has fought on against over- 


-_whelming odds, and no German prince has ever 


been so continuously under fire or has so often and 


so freely exposed’ his life. After the defense of 


Liege he took the field with his army and fought 
buck all the way to Antwerp. He led both the sorties 
from Antwerp ia person, and fought with the rear 
guard that covered the retreat of his army to the 
Yser. There since Oct. 15, he has been with his 
men all the time except for a few -days spent in, 
Paris.. The Belgian headquarters are nearer to the 
firing line than those of either of the other allies. 
When King Albert moved them from Furnes it was 
to another place equally exposed. The Belgian 
army holds as large an extent of advanced trenches, 
in. proportion to its numbers, as its allies; and no 
Belgian general has spent as many hours in the 
trenches as King Albert. 

For him it is only his duty, only part of the work 


of being king. When the queen entered a meek 


protest against her husband taking their soa with 
him to the front—he is only a lad of 14—King 
Albert very gently explained to her, “I have him ~ 
with me to teach him how serious a thing it is to 
be king.” .He is not only giving his son lessons in 
kingship, but even more so in citizenship, for truly 
he is a citizen king. I had said something about 
the love his people bear him and he took up the sub- 
ject

“ My People Know Me; | Know Them.” 

“You see,” he said, “my people kaow me and I 
know them. I have had advantages that few men 
in my station can ever enjoy. I. have traveled 
freely and mixed with all men and I know how 
people live and +«hink.: When I was in Seattle and 
all along the Pacific coast I lived just like any 
other citizen, and -in my own country I have seen 
for myself and been g@ble to compare the manner of 


living in our industrial and. producing centers. I. 


know what it is to drive an engine and to work in 
a coal mine. Only those who. work can be really 
happy. I also have my work, and few people realize 
how hard work it is to be a king.” 

His duty and his work! Those are the things 
King Albert always has before him. He saved 
Furope from Prussian domination and but for his 
stand Paris would have fallen; he would at any . 
moment lay down his life for his people, and yet 


such is his modesty that he locks upon everything | 


that he has done as part of his daily work. An 
instance of how far his modesty carries him was 
given me by Emile Vandervelde, the minister of 


state, who told me that when the French arrived — 


to support the Belgians, who had been holding the 
Germans in check on the Yser for a week all alone, 
a difference of opinion arose between the French and 
Relgians generals as to the best location of a certain 
line of defenses, and a person véry close to King 
Albert appealed to him, as it was his country and 
his wishes would of course be followed. He merely 
answered: “Jf I did.not happen to be the king, I 
should only be @ major in the Belgian army and I 
do not wish to interfere with the plans of the gew 
erals.” .

The first time I had an 
audience with him we talked for an hour and a

He had no confidence that they would, be- 
cause he has traveled in Germany much and knows 
the people well. He knows that they have been 
tanght»to believe that they are supermen, and that 
only crushing defeat can destroy their faith in those 
who are sacrificing them that Might may triumph 
over Right.

“Thie War Was Unavoidable.” 

Here is one of the most striking things King 
Albert said: 

“This war was unavoidable. It had been post- 
poned several times within the last few years, and 
if it had not been for England's efforts it would have 
come at the time of the last Balkan crisis. Ger- 
many had been piling on armament for years, had 
been building up a war machine so perfect and 


so powerful that at a given time it was bound to ~ 


start itself. When you have built a monster ship, 
you cannot continue piling on woight all the time 
or the day will come when the vessel will slip off 
the ways of her own accord. The thing has hap- 
pened in more than one shipyard. 

“When the crisis came I had hopes that the pro- 
tection of international treaties would be sufficient 


. to protect Belgium, but in any case there was n0 


question as to what the Belgian people would do. 
The violation of our territory united every faction, 
and although we were taken by surprise we did our 
best and offered what resistance we could.” 

That is the modest way King Albert put it to me, 
but to his soldiers he had said “To conquer Bel- 
cium they must first pass over my dead body,” and 
it was literally true. If the German onrush had 
not spent itself on the Yser, and had swept into 
France, King Albert would have died fichting on 
the last foot of Belgian territory, but he would never 
have crossed the frontier. It is -his conception of

When he refvesed the German arm «= * 1s92¢e 
through Beleium, King Albert knew what the cost 
would be. Even if he could not foresee the unnut- 
terable horrors which German “ frightfulness” has 
perpetrated, he knew that his country would be 
lain waste, that the blood ‘of its Yinest manhood 
would be shed, that ite progress .and prosperity 
would be arrested, and those were things on which 


he was to the American people who were feeding the 
starving inbabitants in the territory occupied by the 
Germans, and a few days later he handed me a mes- 
sage of thanks to the American people which he had 
written out with his own hand, It ig to his stay 
in the United States that King Albert owes his in- 
tensely democratic ideas, and he has the utmost con- 
fidence that the sympathy and moral support of the 
people of the United States. will be with Belgium 
to the end, till her soil is freed from the invader, her 
ruined cities rebuilt, and peace and prosperity re 
stored to her. As I was leaving him on that occa 
sion he said that he hoped some day to see me in 
Brussels, where he could receive me as he would 
wish: “For here,” he said, looking round at the 
red curtains, “ I am like a cuckoo in somebody else's 
nest,” 

It was said in such a sad, earnest voice, with such 
a realization of his plight, struggling with a rem- 
nent of an army to hold the little strip of lan? with 
its threescore tiny villages, which is all that is 
left of his once rich and prosperous kingdom, that it 
brought tears to my-eyes. It was the nearest thing 


to a complaint that I have ever heard him utter, and 


yet no one feels more keenly than he does the awful 
fate that has befallen Belgium. A few short months 
previously he was the happy monarch of the most 
industrious and pacific people in Hurope. The sim- 
plicity of his family life and his real understanding 
of his people, his strict respect for the constitution 
‘and his tact in avoiding anything that could seem 
like an attachment to either of the two political 
parties, had won the hearts of all his subjects. His 
solicitude for them was equal whatever their politi-

He had brought 
together the conservative Flemings and the liberal 
Walloons, he had purged and made clean the Congo, 
at home he had encouraged artistic development and 
commercial prosperity. He was vitalizing his coloa- 
ia! empire and building a merchant marine.

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LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. — 


Baron Ungern-Sternberg, 
who hes lately arrived from 
Petrograd to join the staff of the 
Russian embassy at Washington, 
formerly was attached to the con- 

sulate general of jhe czar in New York, 
where he is well known in society. He 
talks English perfectly. | 

He belongs to that numerous cian of 
the Ungern-Sternbergs whose enumera- 
tion occupies nearly twenty closely print- 
ed pages of the baronial volume issued 
every year by the editors of the Alman- 
ach de Gotha. 

ht is a family which claims descent from 
one of the three kings who visited Beth- 
lehem at the time of the birth of Christ, 
and who are mentioned in scripture as 
the Three Wise Men of the east. Acoord- 
ing to tradition, the names of these three 
magii were Melchoir, Gaspard, and 
Baithazar. Gaspard is alleged. to be the 
ancestor of the Ungern-Sternbergs. 

The French family of De Vogué, of 
which the Marquis de Vogué is the chief, 
boasts of an unbroken descent from 
Melchoir, while another house of the 
French aristocracy—namely: the De 
Beaux of Provence—shows a genealogical 
tree at the root of which is Baithazar. 

The Ungern-Sternbergs are allied by 
marriage to some of the greatest houses 
in Russia, inchudimp the Lievens, and have 
branches in Sweden and in Germany, 
their headquarters being, however, at 
Reval, where they are im the habit of 
holding an annual gathering of the clan. 


—~- 

On two occasions has the name of 
Ungern-Sternberg come prominently be- 
fore the public in recent times. I recall 
King Oscar of Sweden issuing a royal 
decree some twenty years ago or so for 
the liberation from life imprisonment 
and for the cogmnplete rehabilitation of a 
Baron Ungern-Sternberg, who in 1875 
' was sentenced to penal servitude as weil 
as to the forfeiture of his nobiliary titles 
on the charge of having murdered one 
of his neighbors, a Count Brockendorf, a 
Swedish land owner like himself, with 
whom he had querreled hitterly about a 
sale of property, and who subsequentiy 
was found dead, killed by a gunehot 
wound, 

The baron was convicted of the crime, 
whereupon his wife became insane, and 
his only son, a woung officer in a crack 
regimem of Swedish hbussars, blew out 
his ‘brains. It wes not until some sixteen 
or seventeen years later that the death- 
bed confession of a convict serving a term 
of penal servitude for poaching reveakd 
the fact that he was the murderer and 
that the baron was innocent.

In*another inetance the notorious Rus- 
sian nihilist, Jaluskofaki, the perpetrator 
of anarchistic outrages at Liege and else- 
where, was found to have stolen the 
papers and passports of Baron Ernest 
Ungern-Sternberg, who was at the time 
of the theft Russian consy! at Gibraltar 
and who afterwards died as consul gen- 
eral in London. Eventually the man was 
caught and his identity established. But 
to this day there are numbers of people 
who, ignorant of this, stil associate the 
name of the late Baron Erneet Ungern- 
Sternberg with the anarchistic outrage 
at Liege as the perpetrator of the crime 
and as one of the leaders of the nihdtist 
party.

He is doubly a peer of the realm. For 
while he is the seventh holder of the 
viscounty of Falmouth, created at the 
beginning of the eighteenth century, he 
is through his mother the twenty-fourth 
owner of the barony of Le Despeneer, the 
oldest but one such peerage on the roll, 
dating from 1264, in the reign of King 
John—a reign since which Lord Fal- 
mouth’s Cornwall estates have been in 
the possession of the house of Boscawen, 
ef which he ig the chief. 

Among ‘his most famous ancestors has 
been Admiral Sir Edward Boscawen, the 
celebrated naval commnnder of the first 
half of the eighteenth century, to whom 
Great Britain owes the acquisition of 
Madras, which he conquered- from the 
French in India, and the capture of the 
fortress of Louisburg and of the island 
of Cape Breton, on this side of the At- 
lantic. Known among his contemporaries 
as Wryneck Dick, he is remembered by 
all sailors as “‘ Old Dreadnaught.”

The present Lord Fakmouth has de- 
voted much of his time in recent years to 
wireless telegraphy, and it is on his great 
estate of Tregothnan, in Cornwall, that 
Marconi has his principal wireless sta- 
tion in England. 

Lord Falmouth’s eldest surviving son 
and heir is a captain of artillery and was’ 
badily wounded in the early stages of the 
present war. Another son is in the Rifle 
brigade and another is on the staff: They 
are all serving with the army in France, 
where ‘his first born fell in action the 
week before Christmas as an officer of the 
Coldst reams. 

Lord Falmouth, who is married to a 
daughter of the late Lord Penrhyn, has 
his town house in St. James’ square, 
which always attracts the attention of 
the transatlzic visitor to London owing 
to the fron posts in front of it, which are 
nothing more nor less than guns, captured 
from the French by Admiral] Sir Edward 
Boscawen about 200 years ago and which, 
having been brought home by him as 
trophies, were set up in front of the Bos. 
cawen mansion with their muzzles buried 
a couple of feet or so in the ground. 
There they have remained ever since, a 
landmark of the British metropolis. 

In view of the fact that Secretary of the 
Navy Daniele has prohibited the sing- 
ing or playing of “ Tipperary " on board 
American warehips or at naval gather- 
ings on shore, lest it offend the principles 
of strict neutrality emunciated by the

RIGHTS OF COMMON LAW WIFE. 
Chicago, March 18.—[To the Legal 
Friend of the People.}—Has a common 
law wife the same rights as that ofs 
legally married wife in the disposition ofa 
husband's property? In ease of a sepa- 
ration, who is obliged to care for the chil- 
dren in case of a common law marriage, 
and are the children by such a marriags 
considered legitimate? é W. H. 


A common law wife has the same righisas 
one married in compliance with-the require- 
ments of the state law. However, no com 
mon law marriage can exist in Illinois which , 
was contracted after July 1, 1906. 

The husband is under obligation to suppert 
his wife and minor children, and this support 
may be enforced by reporting the matter tothe 
office of the state's attorney in the county 
building. If the wife survives the husband 
she will be entitled to a share of his property. 


What this share wiil be depends on whether — 


he leaves a will and whether or not any of 
his children, or their descendants, survive 
him. The children of a valid common ky 


marriage are legitimate.

Second, pro- 
hibit to the Liquor traffic the use of the 
United States maiis. I ask the gentlemen, 
Is this a “ state issue’? Third, prohibit 
the importation and exportation of liquor. 
Does anybody contend that thisinterferes 
with state sovereignty? Fourth, under 
the power conferred by the interstate 
commerce clause of the federal constitu- 
tion prohibit all interstate traffic in liquor. 
This does not interfere with “ home rule.” 
Fifth, put a tax of $10,000 a gallon on 
every gallonof every kind of liquor except 
denatured alcohol. Leave the laws for col- 
lecting just as they are and use the same 
corps of collectors now employed, and, 
as now, send every person to the peniten- 
tiary who does not comply with the tax 
law. Let the offense against the govern- 
ment consist, as now, not in making 
liquor but in not paying the tax. Sixth, 
after we get the above five laws I am in 
favor of leaving the rest of the killing of 
the liquor traffic to the states. 

None of these laws would require a line 
to be added to the constitution and they 


may be passed by mere majority vote.

Percentage to Include Allow- 


ance for Sportsmanship 
and Reliability,

Managers of amateur basebell clubs 
who present applications for member- 
ship in the Chicago Amateur Baseball as- 
sociation, which holds a meeting at the 
Sportsmen's club, 608 Michigan avenue, 
tonight, will hear a brand new proposi- 
tion applied to baseball. 

These managers will learn that sports- 
manship on the diamond is to count tn 
figuring the percentage for champion- 
ships of three classes, to be known as A, 
B, and C. The plan has been tried in 
the South park system, of which John 
R. Richard, president of the amateur as- 
sociation, is athletic director, and has 
proven succersful. So far as known it 
has never been applied to a baseball or- 
ganization with an open membership. 


Seek to Improve Game. 

In entering the field to care for inde- 
pendent clubs the Chicago Amateur 
Baseball association, which previously 
had confined its efforts to regularly or- 
ganized leagues competing for the right 
to represent Chicago in the national 
championship, the winner of the eastern 
division of which will compete at the 
San Francisco fair this fall, determined 
to perform constructive work as well, 
in the hope of raising the standard of the 
clubs competing under its auspices. 

Therefore the backers of the organiza- 
tion have inserted an article in the by- 
laws by which the umpires will make a 
report after each game and the percent- 
age will be awarded on the following 
basis: 

Winning score........50 per cent 
Sporteamanship .......35 per cent 
Reliability eeovececes - 15 per cent 


Chance for 50-50 Split. 

The maximum which a winning team 
can receive will be 100 per cent, while the 
losing team, if it performs properly, will 
receive 50 per cent. If the winners do 
not conduct themselves properly they 
may euffer a deduction in the per cent 
allowed for sportamanship. 

The innovation will be wetched with in- 
terest by those who think that the young- 
sters playing baselall should be taught 
something beyond the mad desire to win, 
no matter what the means. 

The percentage system will prevail in 
all three classes. Class A will consist of 
all teams desiring to be so classed. They 
will be eligible to compete in the city 
championship. Claes B, for players not
